COUNCILLOR FAILS IN BID TO OPEN UP PUBLIC DEBATE AT COUNCIL MEETINGS 


A SEATON councillor has failed in a bid to 
change the town council rules so that the pub¬ 
lic can have a greater say in council matters. 

At the November meeting of Seaton Town Council, two 
members of the public tried to raise issues during the 
public discussion session on matters that were not in¬ 
cluded on the agenda. 

But they were prevented from doing so by council 
chairman and Mayor Gaynor Sedgwick because the 
council’s standing orders - the rules by which councilors 
have to follow - dictated that the public could only speak 
on agenda items.

Former chairman Bob Buskin, a regular attender at 
council meetings, left that meeting in disgust, maintaining 
that during his chairmanship the public had been able to 
speak on all matters whether they were on the agenda or 
not. 

At last week’s full meeting Councillor Tony Woodman 
tabled an agenda proposition that the council’s Standing 
Orders be changed to fall in line with Sidmouth Town 
Council in that members of the public be allowed to raise

all matters relating to council business. 

In an impassioned speech, Councillor Woodman, a for¬ 
mer jounalist, said he was raising the matter because be 
believed in “free speech”. 

He continued: “Just a month ago we all remembered 
those who paid the ultimate price to give us this and many 
other advantages and I don’t believe the current situation 
in this council is what they fought for. 

“Also as the world mourns the death of Nelson Mandela 
we should remember that he was a man who fought for 
freedom and non-oppression of anyone. 

“We are here to represent and work on behalf of the 
people of this town and those people have a right to ques¬ 
tion what we as councillors are doing and tell us what 
they would like us to do. 

Form of gagging 

“I cannot accept any form of gagging people from 
speaking and this is what our current policy does. It de¬ 
prives the residents of this town an opportunity to speak. 
There can be no doubt about that. Those who fought and 
died for our freedom would cringe at the thought. 

“All we get is that our standing orders say this and our 
standing orders say that. Well, at a recent training session 
it was quite clear that John Vanderwolfe felt our standing 
orders, and, indeed our Code of Conduct, needed looking 
at and I believe it is time for a complete review of both. 

“Furthermore, Madam Chairman, you have constantly 
used the workings of Sidmouth Town Council as an ex¬ 
ample of the way forward for us. If you really believe this 
is the case then you must agree that we adopt the Sid¬ 
mouth arrangement in relation to the public speaking at 
a council meeting. East Devon District Council has also 
been looking at this subject with proposed changes. 

“Our previous chairman, Councillor Peter Burrows, was 


governed by the same standing orders that you now claim 
we must abide by. Yet, not once did he stop a member of 
the public from raising any issue he or she wanted. In 
fact, on many occasions he went that extra mile to allow 
people to express their opinions. That, Madam Chairman, 
is democracy at work and what so many fought and died 
for. 

“Before someone says we will be here all night if this 
happens may I point out that this period would still be 15 
minutes with the chairman’s discretion to extend it if nec¬ 
essary. It would just allow members of the public to 
speak freely. 

“Taking all this into account, I would propose that the 
‘Public Question Time’ be changed to ‘Public Speaking 
Time’ and that standing order Id be changed to read: 
‘Members of the public are permitted to make represen¬ 
tations, answer questions and give evidence in respect of 
any matter which relates to the responsibilities of the 
town council or related to matters the council could in¬ 
fluence.’”

AXMINSTER 

Charity needs 
£5,000 to carry on 

AN AXMINSTER charity will lose its headquarters 
and be forced to curtail most activities unless it 
raises £5,000 by mid-January. 

Health and Local Food for Families (HALFF) has 
been credited with teaching people of all ages to 
cook healthy meals on a budget. 

But HALFF has its own budget problems and is in 
desperate need of help. 

HALFF spokesperson Laura O’Rourke said: “ Our 
charity is in severe need of funds, otherwise we may 
not be able to afford premises next year. 

“HALFF is in danger of having to give up its prem¬ 
ises in South Street where it runs a fruit and veg 
shop and garden, and cooking and gardening ses¬ 
sions. 

“This also serves as the charity’s offices, so with¬ 
out the shop the future of the charity will be uncer¬ 
tain. 

“We desperately need local donations to survive." 

HALFF director Tiggy Parry said that £5,000 must 
be raised by mid-January to make sure HALFF can 
remain in the South Street premises. 

She also explained that many activities would have 
to be curtailed should the premises be lost. 

Since setting up shop in South Street, HALFF has 
run courses for people with or at risk of heart dis¬ 
ease, homeless teenagers, people who have been 
made redundant from Axminster Carpets and par¬ 
ents of young children. 

Every month HALFF also cooks with children at¬ 
tending a Millwey Rise youth group. 

This Christmas HALFF teams will do Christmas 
meals for children attending selected youth clubs in 
Millwey Rise and Exmouth, for older people in 
Axminster and for parents and their young children 
in Chard. 

Laura added: “Many of these people would not oth¬ 
erwise get a Christmas dinner and some may be 
spending Christmas alone. 

“All these activities are run by HALFF’s very com¬ 
mitted staff and volunteers 

“Over the years HALFF has also run courses in 
Bridgewater, Honiton, Sidmouth and Lyme Regis - to 
name a few."

Laura said: “Every donation, however small, will 
make a difference. Donations over £10 given before 
Christmas through localgiving will qualify for an ad¬ 
ditional £10 matched donation.

COLYTON 

Village divide over 
green wedge issue 

A COLYFORD resident has expressed disappoint¬ 
ment at the “lack of support" from Colyton parish 
councillors in fighting the proposed development of 
the green wedge between Colyford and Seaton. 

Mrs Bonte Pocock, wife of parish councillor Robin 
Pocock, spoke about the “divide" between the vil¬ 
lage and Colyton at last week’s parish council meet¬ 
ing. 

She said she was disappointed at how few council¬ 
lors had got involved with the campaign against the 
development of 170 houses, light industrial units and 
other facilities on land between Colyford and Seaton, 
both at East Devon planning meetings and fundrais¬ 
ers for the Seaton and Colyford Green Wedge Com¬ 
munity Action Group, which has been raising money 
for a planning consultant to represent them at an ap¬ 
peal hearing for the proposed development, which 
was held last week and continues today (Tuesday). 

Speaking in the public forum at last week’s meet¬ 
ing, the night before the appeal hearing began, Mrs 
Pocock said: “What you probably won’t know is the 
fact that I used to be on Musbury Parish Council 
when we first came here and I have always had an 
interest in local government and affairs. I have been 
very involved with Robin with this planning applica¬ 
tion and have been disappointed at how few Colyton 
parish councillors have come to our fundraising ef- 
fortsand planning meetings. 

“There seems to be a divide between the Colyton 
parish councillors and the ones from Colyford. That’s 
how it seems to us. 

“If there was an application that affected Colyton 
as much as this one affects Colyford, the people of 
Colyford would turn out to support you. Please come 
along over the next four days to show we are in this 
together." 

Councillor Rodney Turner replied: “If that’s the 
opinion felt in Colyford I’m quite diappointed. A lot of 
us work full time andf are putting a lot of time into 
this community." 

Council chairman Andrew Parr pointed out that he 
had been chosen by fellow members to attend the 
planning meetings at East Devon to represent all of 
them, so it had not been necessary for everyone to 
attend. 

Councillor Bob Collier, chairman of the parish’s 
planning committee, said he had not been able to get 
involved as he knew the landowners of the proposed 
site so he had a personal interest. 

The appeal hearing for the original green wedge 
planning application, refused by East Devon District 
Council earlier this year, opened last Tuesday and 
was expected to finish on Friday but overran and will 
continue today (Tuesday) with a site meeting

SIDMOUTH 

New plan for town’s 
coastal defences 

EAST Devon District Council has announced the 
start of a 12 month project to create a new Beach 
Management Plan for Sidmouth - designed to main¬ 
tain and improve the town’s coastal defences whilst 
enhancing the area as an attraction for beach-users. 

The council is to spend an estimated £75,000 on a 
data-collection and options appraisal aimed at pro¬ 
ducing plans that could attract funding from a num¬ 
ber of sources, including the Government. 

The project is split into five stages: information 
gathering, baseline studies, issues, options and plan 
production. A key part of the process will be talking 
and listening to the community. This started last 
week when a preliminary meeting was held with 
representatives of the fishermen, sailing club and in¬ 
shore lifeboat. 

There will be two special public engagement events 
- one in January and another later in the New Year, 
with dates to be confirmed. 

The public will be invited to help in the information 
gathering phase of the project and then later will be 
able to comment on the alternatives from which a 
preferred option will be put forward to DEFRA. 

The district council is tackling Sidmouth’s coastal 
defence issues in partnership with Environment 
Agency, Devon County Council, Sidmouth Town 
Council, the South West Strategic Regional Coastal 
Monitoring Programme and the Cliff Road Action 
Group, following the setting up of a working group in 
2011 .

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Crime on the rise in Beer 


THE level of crime in Beer has risen for a third suc¬ 
cessive year - with a total of 41 incidents recorded so 
far in 2013. 

Reporting to Beer Parish Council, Police Constable 
Steve Speariett, who is the neighbourhood beat man¬ 
ager for Seaton Rural, revealed that the number of in¬ 
cidents had increased on the 28 reported in 2012 and 
27 in 2011 but was still below the levels in 2004/5 
when around 50 crimes were committed in the village. 

“The types of crime have changed over the years 
with burglaries reduced,” said Speariett. 

“Now we have more offences like drink-driving, of 
which we have had four this year, and communication 
offences using things like Facebook and texts. 

“There has also been an increase in domestic inci¬ 
dents and assaults which we take very seriously now. 
But we have not had any burglaries for many years.” 


Of the 41 crimes reported this year Speariett reported 
that half had been detected or the police were aware 
of who was responsible. 

Speariett also said that enhanced measures to combat 
the holding of illegal raves at Beer’s old quarry, which 
is leased to Hanson Aggregates by owners Devon 
Clinton Estates, had proved very effective and he did¬ 
n’t anticipate any problems over the Christmas period. 

“Hanson has been very supportive of what we have 
been trying to do and have installed monitoring cam¬ 
eras and put in new gates,” said Speariett. 

“We will also send letters to all the neighbours ask¬ 
ing them to keep an eye out and hopefully we can pre¬ 
vent it happening again.” 

The last illegal rave was on Boxing Day in 2011 and 
there were no incidents in 2012 or last year. 


Beer stone is 
back in demand 


EXETER Cathedral wants to re¬ 
sume supplies of Beer stone for 
an extensive restoration pro¬ 
gramme. 

Commercial quarrying of the 
world-famous stone, that has 
been used in Westminster Abbey, 
the Tower of London and Hamp¬ 
ton Court, ended in the 1920s 
and the last extraction from the 
site was almost 30 years ago. 

But the authorities at Exeter 
Cathedral need more stone for 
their on-going repair programme 
to the magnificent building 
which is among the finest of its 
type in the country. 

“There is planning application 
to extract five cubic metres of 
Beer stone per year for restora¬ 
tion purposes,” said John Scott, 
who is director and manager of 
the Beer Quarry Caves. 

“We first had to get permission 
from Clinton & Devon Estates 
and they have been wonderful; 
now planning permission needs 
to be granted by East Devon Dis¬ 
trict and Devon County Coun¬ 
cils. 


“We also need permission from 
Natural England because of our 
colony of bats so it is not simple 
or straightforward. 

“But it would be nice to see the 
stone being used again.” 

Mr Scott, who lives in Beer, 
was instrumental in helping to 
save the caves when they were 
under threat of being closed 
down permanently and has since 
worked hard to develop them as 
a popular tourist attraction. 

Stone was first extracted from 
the caves in the 11th century and 
there is still plenty of raw mate¬ 
rial to satisfy the needs of Exeter 
Cathedral. 

“The cathedral has an on-going 
restoration programme and they 
need new stone for at least the 
next five or six years to replace 
parts of the building,” added Mr 
Scott. 

“There are so many historic 
buildings in this country that use 
imported stone as like for like re¬ 
placements and that is sad as 
there is so much Beer stone left. 

“It is a vast resource.”

Councillor John Meakin, a former chairman, pointed out that they 
were councillors 24 hours a day, seven days a week, and members 
of the public could approach councillors to raise matters whenever 
they wanted to. 

Councillor Burrows confirmed that he allowed members of the 
public to speak on any matter relating to council business and pointed 
out that question time never went over the allotted 25 minutes. 

“This was democracy in action,” he added. 

Councillor Sedgwick said she also believed in free speech and she 
stressed that she was following Standing Orders and that members 
of the public could always call into the council offices to ask ques¬ 
tions. Referring to the situation at Sidmouth, Councillor Sedgwick 
said members of the public had to give 24 hours notice of their ques¬ 
tions in writing before the meetings and that councillors had no ob¬ 
ligation to give answers. 

She also pointed out that many other councils in the area adopted 
similar Standing Orders as Seaton Town Council, including Honiton, 
Chard and Lyme Regis. 

Councillor Sedgwick said she could not allow Councillor Wood¬ 
man’s proposal to be put to the meeting as the matter had been agreed 
at the October meeting and to change that decision they would have 
to wait six months or the request be signed by six councilors. 

Councillor Woodman replied that if that was the case why did the 
clerk (Penny Clapham) allow the proposition to be included on the 
agenda. And he added: “There are three people here tonight who want 
to ask questions but have been told they cannot speak because it is 
not on the agenda. I think that is wrong.” 

Councillor Burrows agreed, stating: “If we cannot deal with this 
for another six months why was Councillor Woodman told it could 
go on the agenda? He should have been told this or that six council¬ 
lors’ signatures should have been provided with it. If you are going 
to do by the rules, you do it by the rules.” 

The clerk replied that Councillor Woodman had submitted a writ¬ 
ten proposal that the matter be placed on the agenda. Councillor 
Sedgwick refused to allow the proposal to go forward and no secon¬ 
der was sought. 

After the meeting Councillor Woodman said that had he known he 
believed he would have been able to secure signatures of six coun¬ 
cillors supporting his proposal.

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Inquiry into district council's 
Local Plan will last a month 


THE timetable for a major inquiry that will decide 
the shape of planning in East Devon for the next 
decade and beyond has been announced. 

Government inspector Anthony Thickett will start 
his 19-day public examination of the Draft Local 
Plan, submitted by East Devon District Council 
(EDDC), on February 11th. 

Full details of the programme, showing the dates 
and subject matter of each session, are available on 
EDDC’s website www.eastdevon.gov.uk/progofficer 

Proceedings will last for just under one month and, 
in that time, the inspector will hear evidence from 
EDDC, from community organisations and protest 
groups and from land-owners and developers in the 
district. 

The inquiry will cover all aspects of the Draft Local 
Plan, looking at how EDDC proposes to tackle issues 
such as housing and affordable housing, employ¬ 
ment, tourism and retail, climate change, gypsies and 
travellers and the natural environment. There will 
also be sessions focusing on each of the seven towns 
in East Devon. 

The inspector’s role is to consider whether EDDC’s 
Local Plan meets the requirements of the Planning 
and Compulsory Purchase Act 2004 and associated 
Regulations and whether it is sound in accordance 
with the guidance in the National Planning Policy 
Framework (NPPF). To be sound, the plan must be 


positively prepared, justified, effective and consistent 
with national policy. 

Councillor Helen Parr, chairman of EDDC’s De¬ 
velopment Management Committee, said: “After 
many years of painstaking research and consultation, 
we welcome the arrival at last of the public exami¬ 
nation of our plan. This is the last round of a process 
that is being repeated all over the country as councils 
formulate and amend their plans before finally put¬ 
ting them to the test. 

“We have done our best to capture the essence and 
the detail of how people believe East Devon should 
develop over the coming years whilst aiming for 
compliance with the latest nuances of Government 
policy. But the acid test comes when the plan is held 
up to scrutiny by a government inspector - and that 
is what will be happening in February. 

“This inquiry is clearly of great importance for the 
future of East Devon. It will help to determine how 
many homes may be built for our young people, 
whether they have jobs, how we deal with climate 
change, how we handle pressure for development 
and how we protect the environment. At stake is the 
future prosperity, well-being and living standards of 
everyone living and growing up in East Devon, as 
well as those from elsewhere who want to come here 
and share this special place with us.”

Thermal camera 
used in grill fire 

A GRILL pan fire in a West Street flat in Axminster 
caused concern when smoke poured into a corridor.

Life in the Axe Valley then and now 


TWO complementary talks about local life 
then and now completed the 2013 pro¬ 
gramme of the Devonshire Association's 
Axe Valley branch meetings at Colyton's 
Peace Memorial Pavilion. 

A meticulously researched lecture on the 
history of the Rousdon estate, situated on 
the cliff top half way between Lyme Regis 
and Axmouth, was followed by an eye¬ 
opening account of farming today, as given 
by the progressive Robert Corbett of 
Castlewood Farm at Musbury. 

Uplyme man Derek Blooman taught at 
Allhallows School, which occupied the 
Rousdon estate from 1938 to 1998, for 
nearly 40 years until its unexpected clo¬ 
sure. For the first time in the branch’s his¬ 
tory he attracted such a full house, 
including old boys of the school, that late 
arriving visitors had to be turned away. 

He concentrated mainly on the history and 
assets of the large estate, built up for bis¬ 


cuit magnate, Sir Henry William Peek, from 
the middle of the 19th century. 

His rich collection of slides showed the 
carefully sculpted designs to be found 
around the impressive Tudor styled man¬ 
sion. Now the place is quiet and largely 
empty with more past than present. 

In contrast, Robert Corbett at Musbury's 
160-acre Castlewood Farm has more or 
less jettisoned the traditions that ruled Axe 
Valley agriculture for centuries in favour of 
what looks to be viable in the present and 
future. He called his talk “Cows, Robots 
and Vines". 

His closed herd of 90 holstein freisians pro¬ 
vide an increasing milk yield transported to 
Chard Junction for eventual sale by Salis¬ 
bury's. The milking is managed not by 
hand, but with the use of a £83,000 Merlin 
robot in a cowshed which provides every 
possible facility, in the way of food and 
comfort. Arrangements helping to encour¬ 


age cows to give of their best for their 
working life, of around seven years, before 
being taken off to make burgers. 

Such technical advance has enabled Mr 
Corbett to largely abandon milking and de¬ 
vote himself growing and cherishing vines 
on the south facing slopes of Musbury Cas¬ 
tle. After initial planting in 2006 his 
sparkling white Castlewood Brut, made by 
the champagne method in co-operation 
with Lyme Bay Winery, is becoming a real 
commercial proposition. Thanks to the un¬ 
usually sun kissed 2013 June to August, 
seen at its best in a video film shot during 
his wine festival, he is now producing 
around 25,000 bottles a year. 

His much appreciated talk was followed 
by wine and mince pies. The 2014 pro¬ 
gramme begins on January 8th with a talk 
on “Images of Dartmoor" by guide Tony 
Burges. Guests are welcome.

THE PROJECT SO FAR... 


T HE name of Axminster is 
associated throughout the 
world with carpets yet 
there is nowhere in the town 
that properly celebrates this. 
Axminster Heritage Ltd, a 
registered charity, was formed 
to rectify this shortcoming.

The Town Museum will be 
relocated into these larger 
premises so as to better tell the 
history of Axminster and 
especially its world famous 
carpet industry. 

The Centre, which is to have 
the historic carpets as its 
centrepiece, will be a modern 
interactive attraction appealing 
to all ages. 

The Tourist Information Centre 
will also be relocated into the 
same building which is to include 
a cafe and small shop. 

The old dye house at the rear 
will be restored to provide a 
venue for local crafts. 

This development will be a 
major step in the regeneration of 
the centre of Axminster and we 
now want to give residents, local 
schools and businesses a 
chance to have their say on this 
exciting project which will be for 
the benefit of all those who live 
and work in and around 
Axminster.

But for all too many, it’s tempting to ruin the 
celebrations by driving home after a couple of drinks. S 


Partygoers are being urged to think of the 
devastating consequences of drinking and 
driving over the festive season. 

Devon and Cornwall Police have launched their 
Christmas campaign to stop drink driving over 
the party period. 

As part of this year’s operation, officers will be 
stepping up roadside checks in the evenings and 
early mornings throughout December. 

Drivers who have been involved in a collision or 
anyone who has broken driving laws or is 
suspected to be over the limit or under the 
influence of drugs will be breathalysed as usual 
by officers. 

Inspector Richard Pryce, head of Roads 
Policing, said driving while under the influence 
of drink or drugs is never tolerated but during 
the festive period the force will be keep an even 
closer eye on offenders. 

He said: “If you drink and drive you risk 
significant consequences. This is not only 


increasing your chance of causing serious injury 
through a collision, but life changing 
consequences to simply running a normal life. 
The penalties when caught have far-reaching 
implications on any drink driver’s life 
financially, emotionally, psychologically and on 
their family and friends. 

“The punishments are severe, not only from 
what a court may pass as a sentence, but the 
on-going consequential effects. 

“If convicted of drink driving you will have a 
criminal record, lose your licence and 
potentially your livelihood, you could spend 
time in prison and receive a hefty fine. 
“Convictions can also significantly increase 
insurance premiums and prevent travel to 
certain countries. More importantly they risk 
causing a death or serious injury on the roads. 
“THE MESSAGE IS SIMPLE: DON’T DRINK 
AND DRIVE".

THE LEGAL LIMIT 

You must not drive if you are above the following limits: 

• 35 microgrammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath 

• 80 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of blood 

• 107 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of urine 
It is difficult to determine the amount of alcohol that 
can be drunk before a person reaches these levels as 
each person’s alcohol tolerance varies. Therefore, the 
only way to guarantee that you will provide a negative 
test is not to drink and drive. 

WHAT IS THE LEGAL LIMIT IN UNITS? 

The legal drink drive limit cannot be accurately 
converted into a certain number of units, as alcohol 
intake depends on a number of factors, which include 
the individual’s response to alcohol. 

Calculating your alcohol intake in this way is 


extremely unreliable as measures and strength of 
alcohol may be vary in pubs and at home. 

Without taking a breath test there is no way of 
knowing how much alcohol is in your system. The 
best way to ensure you are not over the limit is not to 
drink and drive

• You will have a criminal record 

• You will be disqualified from driving for at least a 
year 

• Your next vehicle insurance premium will 
significantly increase 

• You will have difficulty hiring a car for the next 10

• You may have to retake your driving test and attend 
rehabilitation to regain your licence 


YOU ARE SAFE TO DRIVE THE MORNING 
AFTER 

Many people drive as normal the morning after they 
have been drinking. However there may still be 
alcohol in their system and if they are breathalysed 
then they may be over the limit. 

It takes longer than you think for alcohol to leave the 
body. For example: 

Take a Saturday night's drinking: 


At midnight you may have 200 milligrams per 100 
millilitres of blood in your system. This is 2Vi times 
the drink drive limit. 

At 7.30 am there will still be 90 milligrams per 100 
millilitres in your system - you are still over the 
drink-drive limit. 

By lunchtime you will still have about 20 milligrams 
within your system, not above the limit but still 
enough to adversely affect your driving.

I S THERE never anything on telly worth watching? 
Well, for 50 weeks of the year, perhaps not... but at 
Christmas time even the most curmudgeonly of view¬ 
ers would find something to enjoy with their plate of 
turkey sandwiches.

RATINGS BATTLE

Not one to miss such a grand occasion, Martha (Shirley 
MacLaine) arrives from New York with Cora’s recently dis¬ 
graced brother Harold (Giamatti). Both outspoken and 





larger-than-life, they make quite an impression among 
certain members of London's high society. 

When the Crawleys are implicated in a scandal that 
threatens to engulf the monarchy, Robert shows that he 
is prepared to go to great lengths to protect the royal fam¬ 
ily as well as his own. 

Doctor Who (BBC One, Christmas Day, 7:30pm) will go 
head-to-head with the Christmas Day visit to Coronation 
Street (ITV 7:30pm).

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YULE LOG 

Preparation time 50 mins 
plus chilling 
Serves 8 





Ingredients 

3 eggs • 85g golden caster sugar • 85g plain flour (less 2 tbsp) 
2 tbsp cocoa powder • Vz tsp baking powder 

For the filling 

50g butter • 140g dark chocolate • broken into squares 
1 tbsp golden syrup • 284ml pot double cream 200g icing sugar 

Preparation method 

1. Heat oven to 200C/fan 180C/gas 6. Grease and line a 23 x 32cm 
Swiss roll tin with baking parchment. Beat the eggs and sugar to¬ 
gether with an electric whisk for about 8 mins until thick and creamy. 

2. Mix the flour, cocoa and baking powder together, then sift onto 
the egg mixture. Fold in very carefully, then pour into the tin. Bake 
for 10 mins. 

3. Lay a sheet of baking parchment on the work surface. When the 
cake is ready, tip it onto the parchment, peel off the lining paper, 
then roll the cake up from its longest edge with the paper inside. 
Leave to cool. 

4. To make the icing, melt the butter and chocolate together in a bowl 
over a pan of hot water. Take from the heat and stir in the syrup and 
5 tbsp cream. Beat in the icing sugar until smooth. Whisk the re¬ 
maining cream until it holds its shape. Unravel the cake, spread the 
cream over the top, then carefully roll up again into a log. 

5. Cut a thick diagonal slice from one end of the log. Lift the log on 
to a plate, then arrange the slice on the side with the diagonal cut 
against the cake to make a branch. 

6 . Spread the icing over the log and branch (don't cover the ends), 
then use a fork to mark the icing to give the effect of tree bark. Scatter 
with unsifted icing sugar to resemble snow, and decorate with holly. 


MUFFINS 

Preparation time Less than 30 mins 
Cooking time 10 to 30 mins 
Makes 24 Muffins 

Ingredients 

200g self-raising flour, sifted • lOOg golden caster sugar 
100ml sunflower oil 75ml milk • 1 large free-range egg 
50g qood quality dark chocolate, chopped 
1 heaped tbsp high quality mincemeat 
50g good quality white chocolate, chopped 
50g dried (or fresh) cranberries 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 190C/375F/Gas 5 and put 24 mini¬ 
muffin cases inside a mini-muffin tin. 

2. Mix the flour and sugar in a bowl, then make a well in 
the centre. Whisk together the oil, milk and egg and slowly 
pour into the bowl, stirring gently. Divide this mixture be¬ 
tween two bowls. In one bowl add the dark chocolate and 
mincemeat. Add the white chocolate and cranberries to 
the other bowl. Stir very gently. 

3. Divide the two mixtures among the 24 muffin cases and 
bake for 20 minutes or until golden brown and risen. 

4. Remove the muffins to a wire rack and eat warm. 


EGG NOG 

Preparation time Less than 30 mins 
Cooking time Less than 10 mins 
Serves 4-6 

Ingredients 

1140ml/2 pints whole milk • 6 free-range eggs 
50g/2oz caster sugar • 1 vanilla pod, split 
20 fresh cherries, stones removed and halved 
200ml/7fl oz brandy • cocoa powder, for dusting 

Preparation method 

1. Place the milk, eggs, sugar and vanilla pod in a medium 
pan and heat gently, without boiling, until the mixture 
thickens enough to coat the back of a spoon. 

2. The egg nog can be chilled at this stage or served hot. 

3. To serve, scatter the cherries in the bottom of each serv¬ 
ing glass. Divide the brandy between the glasses and pour 
the egg nog over. Dust with cocoa powder and serve. 



CHRISTMAS 
PUDDING 

Preparation time Overnight 
Cooking time 2 hours 
Ingredients 

350g/ 12oz mixed dried fruit (raisins, currants, sultanas) 
lOOg/S^oz pitted ready-to-eat prunes, chopped or left whole 
100g/3V2OZ dark muscovado sugar • 4 tbsp dark rum 
lOOml/S^fl oz stout • 100g/3V^oz chopped walnuts 
100g/3V^oz blanched almonds • lOOg/SVaoz ground almonds 
100g/3V2OZ fresh white breadcrumbs • 50g/l%oz plain flour 
100g/3V2OZ frozen butter, grated, plus a little extra for greasing 
Vz tsp freshly grated nutmeg • 1 tsp ground cinnamon 
2 tsp mixed spice • 100g/3V2OZ chopped glace cherries (or 
left whole if you prefer) • 3 large free-range eggs, beaten 

Preparation method 

1. Combine the mixed fruit, prunes, muscovado sugar, rum and 
stout in a mixing bowl. Stir well to mix, cover and leave for 24 hours 
to soak. 

2. After 24 hours, mix the walnuts, almonds, ground almonds, 
breadcrumbs, flour, butter, spices, cherries and eggs along with the 
soaked fruit mixture in a large mixing bowl, making sure you in¬ 
clude all the soaking liquor from the soaked fruit. Mix well until 
completely combined (let all the members of the family have a stir 
and make a wish). 

3. Cover with cling film and leave to stand in a cool place for 24 
hours. 

4. After 24 hours, grease a 1.2 litre / 2 pint pudding basin with butter. 
Cut a circle of baking paper and place into the bottom of the pud¬ 
ding basin and then grease it with a little more butter. Pack the 
pudding mixture into the pudding basin, pressing as you add it. 
Fold a pleat into the middle of a large piece of baking paper and 
place over the pudding. Cover with a large piece of pleated foil, en¬ 
suring the pleats are on top of one another. Secure tightly with 
kitchen string tied under the lip of the pudding basin. 

5. Place an upturned saucer into a large saucepan one-quarter full 
of water. Fold a long piece of foil into quarters lengthways to create 
a long strip and place the pudding basin in the middle of the strip. 
Bring the sides of the strip up the sides of the pudding basin and 
lower into the saucepan. Ensure the water in the saucepan comes 
one-third of the way up the side of the pudding basin, but nowhere 
near the top of the basin. Leave the ends of the foil strip hanging 
over the side to make it easy to remove the pudding later. 

6. Bring the water to the boil and then reduce the heat to a gentle 
simmer. Simmer gently for 5-6 hours, topping up the water level 
as necessary throughout cooking (do not allow the pan to dryout). 

7. Once the pudding is cooked, remove from the pan and set aside 
to cool. The pudding can be stored for up to two years in a cool, 
dry place. To serve, reheat the pudding by steaming again (in the 
same way) for two hours, or until hot all the way through. Alter¬ 
natively, remove the foil and reheat in the microwave.

The new BMW M3 Saloon and BMW M4 Coupe 


THE launch of the new BMW M3 Saloon and 
new BMW M4 Coupe heralds the arrival of 
the fifth-generation of the iconic high-perfor¬ 
mance sports car from BMW M. For the first 
time the Coupe and Saloon models receive in¬ 
dividual model names, in deference to the dif¬ 
ferent model series that provide their basis.

In spite of this, the new engine also 
achieves a reduction in fuel consumption and 
emissions of around 25 per cent. 

To maximise dynamic ability and ensure ex¬ 
cellent efficiency, a weight loss of over 80kgs 
has been achieved compared to a comparably 
equipped predecessor model. Specific weight¬ 
saving measures include the increased use of 
lightweight materials: both models now fea¬ 
ture a carbon-fibre reinforced plastic roof. 

BMW M engineers have paid particular at¬ 
tention to the car’s aerodynamic performance, 
and incorporated the latest Active M Differ¬ 
ential amongst numerous other technical 
highlights. During the development process 
the engineers worked closely with BMW Mo- 
torsport’s professional racing drivers, with ex¬ 


tensive testing and set-up work carried out on 
the Niirburgring Nordschleife circuit. 

The balance of the overall concept: high 
power, low weight, driving pleasure. 

The new BMW M3 Saloon and new BMW 
M4 Coupe are formed from a host of finely 
blended elements, all working in perfect har¬ 
mony to deliver outstanding performance, 
precision and agility on road and track. 

With the new BMW M3 Saloon and M4 
Coupe, the engineers sought to optimally 
channel the air around the car in the quest for 
ultimate performance, while also ensuring the 
engine, powertrain and brakes receive the req¬ 
uisite cooling.

THE super-frugal Honda 1.6 i- 
DTEC engine has once again 
proven its real-world efficiency, this 
time in the new Honda CR-V. 

In a rigorous independent test on 
UK roads over more than 500 
miles, the CR-V achieved an in¬ 
credible 77.86mpg, almost a quarter 
more than its official quoted figure 
of 62.8mpg, sipping just 29.75 litres 
(6.544 gallons) of fuel. 

The CR-V was tested by the team 
behind the recent ‘MPG Marathon’ 
under the same rules and conditions 
as that event.
